Washington, January 25.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The sud- 
den dismisal by executive order sev- 
eral months ago of 28 government 
employees of the bureau of engraving, 
who were appointed during the Wil- 
son administration and who, it is 
charged, have subsequently been clear- 
ed of the charges preferred by a re- 
cent investigation, has cropped up in 
congress again in a way to prove em- 
barrassing to the administration. 

Senator Norris, republican, of Ne- 
braska, has served notice that he will 
demand a “full and complete investi- 
gatiol’’ of the case by congress un- 
less the president takes some action 
in restoring the officials to their for- 
mer positions. The Nebraska senator, 
said today he was unable to “con- 
ceive of a much lower degredation to 
which a human being could be put 
than to utilize a false charge against 
a fellow citizen.” 

Senator Caraway, of Arkansas, who

Charge Gross Favoritism. 

Whe widespread publicity given the 
dismissal order provoked a great deal 
of discussion in congressional circles 
because of its bearing on civil service 
regulations. Democratic senators con- 
tended that republicans were attempt- 
ing to destroy the system, and at the 
same time replace all old office-hold- 
ers with republican patronage seek- 
ers. The point was made at the time 
that no opposition was held against 
the appointment of republicans to the 
key positions of the various govern- 
ment departments and bureaus so 
long as changes were made in due 
course; but preemptory duties, exe- 
cuted without regard to rights of 
employees, under the civil service, 
tended to 4ear down a system which 
both parties bad placed themselves on 
record as favoring.

In Address to Farmers at 
Athens, Walker Says 
Present System of Tax- 
ation Is “Failure.” 


Athens, Ga., January 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A sharp attack by Gover- 
nor-elect Clifford M. Walker on “in- 
visible polities” as existing in the 
lobby of the Kimball House, in At- 
lanta, featured today’s session of the 
agricultural conference.

Faults Before He 


Delivered Goods.

The most difficult problem a man- | 
ager confronts in building up a piteh- | 
ing staff is the rookie twirler, with | 
great natural ability and dozens of | 
faults. who has made a reputation in) 
the minor leagues. They must have | 
done something to get promoted. As) 
a result of this many of them imagine | 
that they know it all. And you mustn't | 
lose sight of the fact that youth is’ 
youth. These players are mere boys! |! 
with very little development of their’ 
reasoning powers—simply  harum- | 
scarum kids. 

You can really understand how 
easy it is to turn the head of a boy of 
19 by newspaper publicity and 
public admiration. To escape that a’ 
young man must be unusually level-| 
headed. And if he is too serious and | & 
reflective he is lacking in pep and 
spirit. | 

This problem, I imagine, confronts | 
executives in many lines of business | 
as well as in sport. 

It is not at all uncommon for thexe | 
self-satisfied young men to openly! 
resent any coaching intended to rem- | 
edy their faults. They don’t think | 
they have any. 

This type of

time he must be reformed to be of 
any value to himself or to the elub..

MOST OF THEM 

ARE IMPOSSIBLE. 


Many of them, though, prove 
terly impossible. The oniy thing 
to cast a boy like that aside, much 
to his surprise and indignation. On 
his return to his home or his old elub 
he makes it clear to his friends and 
to the newspaper men that he was 
not given a fair trial. And he goes 
right along with his faults, remain- 
ing in the minor leagues until the 
end of his playing days. He never 
understands. 

Most of the rookies are willing and 
anxious to be taught. "They can be 
developed and it is from pitchers of 
this type that we get our great stars. 

A famous pitcher with whom we 
had great difficulty at first was Rube 
Marquard. Apparently he had every- 
thing. In the American association 
he was almost unbeatable. It was 
on that record that we paid $11,00Q 
I still think that the im- 
mense amount of publicity following 
that deal in which Rube got the so- 
briquet of the “Eleven thousand do!- 
lar beauty” interferred a lot with 
his progress. I don’t mean to say 
that Marquard was swellheaded. He 
was anything but that. It was ner- 
vousness over living up to a great 
reputation that seemed to upset him. 

Wilbert Robinson was our coach 
then and I turned Rube over to him. 
Marquard got very fond of Robbie and 
by degrees the old coach was able 
to work him out of his faults, 

His main fault was of putting the 
ball over the plate with nothing on 
it, as we say. Rube had trouble with 
his control. After whipping a few 
curves—and he had a beauty—and 
some fast ones around the batter. he 
would find himself in the hole. So 
fearful was he of not being able to 
get the ball over when it came down 
to two-and-three that he wouid 
simply toss it over as straight as a 
string. In other words, he had so 
much stuff that he was afraid to 
use if. 


HAD TO PERFECT 
HIS CONTROL. 


Obviously the only thing to do was 
to perfect his control so that he would 
not get in that hole. He worked very 
hard and under’ constant coaching 
finally settled down. Instead of being 
afraid to turn one loose he got to 
where he could even play the corners 
with either his curve or his fast one. 
When right Marquard’s fast ball had 
a peculiar jump to it that was a com- 
nlete baffler to opponents. It was in 
the use of this ball at the right mo- 
ments that he won his 19 straight 
games. 

The point, I try to make is that if 
Marquard lad been of the swellhead 
type, who refuse to reeognize faults. 
he would never have been a successfu'

As a rule, pitchers do not dare 
try a curve when the counf is two 
strikes and three balls. They’ve got 
to get the ball over, and to be sure 
'they usually use their fast one. Rusie 
had no such misgivings. If in such 

a hole he would deliberately pitch bis 
curve ball with every ounce of steam 
Usually he stoud 
batters on their ears by that kind of 
pitching.

ATLANTANS OBSERVE 
BURNS ANNIVERSARY 


Great Scotch Poet Is Eulo- 
gized by Speakers at 
Celebration. 


International political strife would 
not exist today if the nations had 
paid attention to the prophecies of 
Robert Burns, P. A. Stoval, of Sa- 
vannah, minister to Switzerland un- 
der the Wilson regime, said Thursday 
night in his address before the Burns’ 
Club of Atlanta, in connection with 
the celebration of the 164th anniver- 
sary of the birth of the great Scotch 
| poet, held at the Burns cottage. _ 

The address was delivered in re- 
sponse to the toast, “Qur Country,” 
by Judge R. B. Russell, chief justice 
of the supreme court of Georgia. In 
his address he paid eloquent tribute 
to Burns, stating that in many of 
his songs is found the true spirit of 
democracy, and that although dead 
his voice “still rings clear.”
